tend to surrender." 


The President made no reference 


to his Republican opponent, Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey, by name, In 
talks with Texas audiences, but 
since "unity" has been to the fore- 
front on his opponents' talke, his 
reference was obvious. 
"They don't want unity—they 


want surrender," the President de- 
clared. 
"I do not Intend to sur- 


render—and I don't believe 
the 
American people are going to sur- 
render." Speak* In Dallas. 
The President made thli asser- 
tion in remarks prepared for de- 
livery to a crowd in the Dallas ball 
park after other Texas talks in 
which he said 90 per cent of the 
nation's press and 00 per cent of its 
radio , commentators were against 
him because of his stand for the 
people. He also renewed his at- 
tacks on Congress. 
"I believe that the American 


pcoplle have the Intelligent 
to 
see through the Republican smoke- 
screen," the president said In his 
Dallas talk at 3:30 p. m. (CST.) 
"The Democratic party will unite 


the American people—and it will 
unite them—not for the benefit of 
big business, but for the benefit 
of the ordinary people who have 
made this country great," 
"Tough, Hard Fight." 
Mr. Truman said he was engag- 
ed In a "tough, hard 
political 


fight," In which more than poli- 
tics was Involved. 


Republican candidates, he con- 
tinued, apparently are trying "to 
sing the American voters to sleep 
with a lullaby about unity in do- 
mestic affairs." 
He said he did not want unity 


that "benefits the few at the ex- 
pense of the many," and he was 
"more Interested In millions 
of 


people than I am In millions of 
dollars."

Some "Booing" Heard. 
There was some mild "booing" 
when his train stopped at Waco.
